The natural, political and moral 
circumstances of our nascent empire, justify the an- 
ticipation, We havean almost unbounded territory, 
whose natural advantages for agriculture and com- 
merce equal those of any on the globe. In a civil 
point of view, we have the unequalled privilege of 
choosing our own political institutions, and of im- 


| proving upon the experience of mankind in the for-

mation of a confederated government, where due en- 
ergy will not be incompatible with the unalienable 
rights of freemen. ‘To complete the picture, I may 
observe that the information and morals of our citi- 
zens appear to be peculiarly favourable for the intro- 
duction of sucha plan of government as I have just 
now described.
